Darts Down From a Mass of Itlack and 
Angry Clouds at Wllkrabarre, Pa- 
Many Houses Laid Low and the Occu- 
pants Killed. 

Tuesday aftornoon a terrible cyclono 
struck Wilkesbarrc, Pa. The sudden- 
ness of its coming is one of Its most aw- 
ful features. The heavens were as black 
as night, and the wind blow with most 
frightful velocity. Whole rows of trees 
wore blown down. Following this bun- 
drods of houses were unroofed, partially 
blown over or completely demolished, 
and, worse than all the visitation of 
death was sent upon a number 
of people. How many were killed 
Is not known at this time. Largo 
districts in several soctions of the 
city are in absolute ruin. The damage 
will reach hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. Passenger trains and locomo- 
tives at the depot were blown over and 
every wire in tho city, electric light, tel- 
ephone and telegraph, is down. Tho 
devastation is to bo compared with 
nothing in tho memory of tho oldest in- 
habitant. Every body is rejoicing that 
no fires have as yet followed, for tho 
stroots arc impassable with trees and 
fallen buildings, and the en- 
gines could not bo drawn through 
them. The total death loss, 
so far as ascertained, is twelve. Four 
men arc known to have been killed in 
tho Hazard Wire Rope Works. A house 
on Scott street, occupied by miners, who 
had just returned from work, fell In, 
and three of the inmates were killed. 
The huge stack of the Kytle planing 
mill fell on a man and two horses 
and all were killed. A little colored 
girl was killed by a falling building 
on South Main stroot. Two men suf- 
fered death by the falling of a por- 
tion of Stegmaier’s brewery, and a third 
incurred the same fate through the 
almost complete demolition of S. L 
Brown’s handsome brick business block 
on East Market street. Many poor peo- 
ple have suffered heavy losses, and it 
will be months before all the damage 
can be repaired. One hundred tin roof- 
ers have been telegraphed for, and 
building mechanics of all kind can find 
employment there for weeks to come, 
as it is known that fully 300 buildings 
bavo been blown down or otbcrwlso 
damaged. A later dispatch says tho 
number of dead may reach one hundred. 

ANOTHER DISASTER. 

Rafirontl YYreck on tho Old Colony Bento 
Near Ronton— Flftoon Poople Killed and 
Others Dying From Their tYonnds. 

The Woods Uoll express which left 
Woods IIoll, Mass., Tuesday afternoon 
for Boston, just beyond President’s 
bridge from some at present unknown 
cause tho engine left tbo track and 
plunged into an embankment twelve 
feet high and was buried upon one sida 
Tbo tender, baggage car, smoker and 
1 Pullman passed by tho engine and were 
stretched along for a distance of one 
hundred feet beside tlio track. Tho 
foromost passenger coach left the 
rails, and its foremost truck 
swerved to the left and plunged dia- 
gonally through tho car floor. Tbo car 
then fell upon its left side upon the en- 
gine. Tho lower forward portion was 
torn to pieces, and of the passengers in 
the car, some fifty in number, many 
were thrown to the rear corner, from 
which eleven dead bodies wore after- 
ward taken. Tho escaping steam and 
smoke from tho engine instantly filled 
the car, so that those within could seo 
nothing either within or without. Car 
No. 23C was the principal scene of death 
and agony, and the experiences of tho 
I unlucky occupants were probably never 
exceeded in horror and suffering in any 
railroad wreck of recent years. It was 
noticeable that the dead number moro 
men than women, and that there will be 
! about as many dead as seriously injured. 
Twelve bodies were taken out, tho last 
being recovered at 3:4ri; three have died 
sinco and five more may die, making 
twenty probablo deaths as tho result. 
There are about twenrty-flve on the list 
of injured, and some whom are not seri- 
ously wounded are at tho hospital. Tho 
most unfortunate party was tho family 
of Oscar Fennely, of Louisville, Ky. Ilis 
wife, three children mother and maid 
were in the party. Ills mother was 
killed outright, two of hisebiidren havo 
since died at the hospital, his wife is so 
seriously injured that sho may die at 
any moment, and his other child and 
the maid arc both injured. 

A VILLAGE WIPED OUT. 

Summerville, I**., vuited by a Cyclone- 
Terrible Fxperlenee of a Train. 

A special from Scranton to tho Phila- 
delphia Times says that trainmen of in- 
coming trains report that the village of 
Summerville, thirty miles west of Scran- 
ton, was struck by tbo tornado Tuesday 
afternoon and totally annihilated. En- 
gineer IVm. Fisher, in giving an ac- 
count of his train’s experience while 
passing through the tornado, said tho 
engine was lifted from the track, tho 
cab was blown off, and all the windows 
in the cars wero crushed In by the terri- 
ble forco of the wind. Two of tho train 
hands wore seriously injured. Any defi- 
nite account of tho storm, or the dam- 
age done by it, is difficult to obtain, as 
all the wires to tho west of Philadelphia 
wero down. 

Dangerous Counterfeit Circulating. 
Look out for a new counterfeit ten 
dollar hill on the Germania Bank of 
New Orleans. The bill is scries B, No. 
8615730, and is ono of the finest hills 
over sprung by counterfeiters. Only ex- 
perts can tell it at a glance. It is almost 
perfect, but a comparison of the red ink 
on the number with the same on a gen- 
uine bill will show up the bad ono. 



Great Labor Victory. 

The Spring Ilills coal mines strike, 
near Halifax, N. S., which has involvod 
nearly 11,000 men, and has lasted two 
months, has ended in a complete victory 
for the men. The management has con- 
ceded all the demands.

About six o'clock Thursday morning 
Charles Seidel, of Cincinnati, employed 
at the Dupont Powder Works, four miles 
beyond Blue Island, a small suburban I 
town, near Chicago, was trying to open a 
can of powder with a file. An explosion 
followed by which Seidel was killod, 
throe others fatally injured and twelve 
severely. Seven of the injured wero J 
taken to Blue Island and three wero 
taken to Chicago. The remaining six 
lived near the scene of the explosion. 
Those taken to the city were: Goorgo 
Wells, of Cincinnati, badly burned about 
the face and arms; will recover. E. B.

The third man, whose name is un- 
known, was so badly burned that his 
associates could not even recognize him.

A THRILLING RIDE. 



A TERRIBLE RESULT 



Of * Wind-Storm— Fonr rrrtoni Klllrri, 
Three Fatally Injured, Other* Lea* So, 
and One Mlsalng. 

During a heavy storm which prevail- 
ed in the vicinity of Philadelphia about 
7 o’clock Thursday evening, the south- 
ern wall of the stable and car sheds 
occupying the square hounded by 
Twelfth and Thirteenth streets and 
Susquehanna and Dauphin avenues, used 
by the Tenth and Eleventh and Twelfth 
and Sixteenth streets passenger rail- 
ways, was blown down, carrying a por- 
tion of the roof with it, and smashing a 
number of cars. Four persons were 
killed outright, three moro so danger- 
ously wounded that they are not ex- 
pected to recover, three others were less 
seriously injured, and one is missing 
and probably dead. Twenty or more 
horses were killed. 



THOUSAND ISLANDS BLAZE. 



Th© I*nrk Hotel and Twenty Ilnlldlnpi 
l>e*troyed at the St. Lawrence Sommer 
Resort. 

The Thousand Island Park Hotel, five 
cottages and a store on Thousand" Island 
Park, SL Lawrence river, burned Thurs- 
day morning. No lives wore lost, but it 
is reported that some guc3ts were in- 
jured. The loss will reach $150,000. 
Tho fire caught from the stove in tho 
kitchen of the hotel. The lack of hose 
with which to fight tho fire was the 
cause of failure to check tho flames 
when first discovered. About twe 
buildings were destroyed. 



Fat Harris' Death. 

The death of Patrick Harris, the well 
known theatrical manager, which oc- 
curred at Bay Shore, L. I., Wednesday, 
was not due to natural causes, but re- 
sulted from a pistol-shot wound Inflict- 
ed by himself. The relatives tried to 
conceal the facts, but it leaked out Thurs- 
day that be was alone in bis room at 
the time. He has been much depressed 
recently on account of ill health. 

Farmers' National Congress. 

Arrangements are now complete for tho 
entertainment of the Farmers’ Nation- 
al Congress, which will meet in Council 
Bluffs, la., August 36 to 29. The dele- 
gates will be tendered an excursion to 
Denver and the Rocky mountains at the 
conclusion of the Congress. Over 600 
delegates have signified their intention 
of attending. The Congress promises 
to he tho largest yet held.

Oar Filled With Passengers Flics 
■ Down the Mountain Side, 



Making a Distance of Five Mile* In Almoat 
a Flash— Four Passenger* Killed 
and Eighteen Injured, 

Some Fatally. 

A horrible accident occurred Friday 1 
afternoon on the Mount Penn Gravity 
railroad, a mountain routo encircling 
Mount Penn, eight hundred feet above 
the city of Reading. The road was 
opened five months ago. The cars were 
taken from a point on tho out- 
skirts of the city to the top of | 
tho mountain, a distance of five : 
miles. On returning the cars were I 
allowed to go down tho mountain I 
^7 gravity by way of another routo 
to the point of starting. Friday after- 
noon a car containing about twonty-fivo I 
passengers were taken front the station 
to the top of the mountain. On top of 
tho mountain there is a high stono 
tower, where tho passengers are 
allowed to alight to enjoy the scenery 
for thirty miles around. When the 
tower was reached, the point where tho 
gravity portion of the road commences, 
tho engine was detached. Thocaratonce 
started and ran away, with the passen- 
gers still on board. Tho distance to tho 
point of starting is fivn miles, and it is 
estimated that this was covered by the 
runaway ear in about three minutes, 
the car attained a fearful rate of speed 
estimated at eighty miles an hour. It 
remained on the track to the foot of 
the plane, going around all the curves, 
while tho passengers shrieked in 
their fright, and several jumped 
off. When the car reached the station 
at tho foot of the plane, it jumped the 
track and rolled down a fifty foot em- 
bankment, where it landed upside down, 
with the passengers imprisoned in- 
side. The greatest excitement pre- 
vailed and soon a large crowd 
gathered. Doctors and the ambulance 
were sent for and the dead and in- 
jured removed. The dead wero found to 
number four. The list of injured num- 
bers eighteen, some fatally. Superin- 
tendent C. M. Dechart gives as the causo 
of the accident the refusal of tho brake 
to work properly. It was a new brake, 
and was being experimented with. The 
car was splintered into kindling wood, 
and the escape of a single passenger is 
miraculous. 



ACTORS FIGHT. 

Perils of Playing In West Virginia— Tho 
Performers Flung Into the Hirer. 

There was a serious and bloody riot 
at a performance given by tho Sunny 
South Theatrical Company at Ceredo, 
W. Va., particulars of which have just 
been received. Oc< man was shot and 
over a dozen were badly beaten up, 
while the floating theater, in which tho 
trouble occurred, waa badly wrecked. The 
trouble was inaugurated by a number 
of tough young men, who persisted in 
insulting the people upon the stage. 
During the second act, three of the per- 
formers loft the stage with clubs, and 
attacked several of their tormentors. 
Tho three men were atonco overpowered 
by tho audience and cruelly beaten. 
The remainder of tho company went to 
their assistance, whon some ono 
turned out the lights. Pandemoni- 
um at once broke loose, and every 
man began an onslaught on his neigh- 
bor in the dark, while women screamed 
and men called for help. The police 
arrived and deputized a number of citi- 
zens to aid in quelling the riot, but this 
only made matters worse, and soon re- 
volver shots began to echo around tho 
hall. Finally the crowd charged onto 
tho stage after tho performers, who wero 
unceremoniously flung into the river, 
where they were stonod in the darkness. 
Every ono of the police and show people 
wore badly wounded by stones, and tho 
condition of soveral is serious. ,

Casta- 
moro was horribly mangled. Bossom 
and Castamore are members of tbo 
Waverly Camp and Sons of Veterans and 
Mullock is Commander of W. C. Hull 
Post, G. A. R., of Waverly. The acci- 
dent caused great consternation In the 
encampment. 

Death on a Circus Train.

draw-bar, which pulled out a part of a 
platform on which were a number of 
men.

No 
damage to tbe train.

Lying upon his bed in a room at 
Muth's Hotel, Louisville, with almost 
every drop of blood drained from his 
body through an incision in each wrist, 
Archie McCullough was found recently 
dead. He was a son of James Mc- 
Cullough, the wealthy furniture manu- 
facturer, and brother-in-law of Will S. 
Hayes, the song writer. He was 23 
years old and had been married several 
years, and had two children. There is 
only one explanation to tbo young man's 
conduct. Ho had suffered for many 
years from hernia, which at times gave 
him excruciating pain. His friends be- 
lieve that he was suffering from this, 
and becoming wild from tho agony took 
his own life as the only means of relief. 

Captain Gaither, of tbe company 
which is protecting Judgo Lilly’s Court 
at Hazard. Perry County, reports that 
.loo Davidson, a leader of the French 
faction in the French-Eversole fend, has 
been captured. He says that Davidson 
is tbe worst desperado of all, and his 
capture has struck terror into tbe law- 
less bands.

Captain Joseph W. Rem, late post- 
master at Sbelbyville, under the Cleve- 
land administration, died at his resi- 
dence tbe other night, on Ninth street, 
under rather peculiar circumstances. 
For several days past he bad been suf- 
fering with toothache; an abscess form- 
ed, tho tooth was drawn, anil, catching 
cold, his head swelled to enormous pro- 
portions. An operation was performed 
on his throat to relieve his breathing, 
but of no avail, and. after several chok- 
ing spoils, ho died at eight o'clock. 

At Lexington, Robert Clem, aged six- 
teen years was badly and perhaps fatal- 
ly scalded whilo experimenting with a 
small engine. 

A difficulty between Wm. Mitchell 
and Ms brother, on ono side, and J. R. 
Petry, an L. and N. brakoman, on the 
other, occurred at Corbin, the other 
ovening. resulting in the shooting of 
Mitchell in the abdomen. The particulars 
are as follows: Mitchell and a younger 

brother of Petry had some difficulty at a 
school-house near there, a few days ago, 
over some trlval matter which was sup- 
posed to have been settled until on tho 
17th, wrhen the older brother met Mitch- 
ell. Some words wore passed and both 
parties began shooting. Some twelve 
or fifteen shots were exchanged, retry 
was slightly wounded in the shoulder. 
Wm. Mitchell is a son of T. G. Mitchell, 
a farmer and merchant, near Corbin. 
Mitchell's little eleven-year-old brother 
stood by him. emptying his revolver at 
Petry. 

The prominent Louisville attorney, 
Ben S. Robbins, is dead. 

J. McCarty, the railroad man who had 
his hand blown off on the Richmond, 
Nicholasville, Irvino and Beatty ville 
road. atNicholasville, is dead. 

Bon Pope, a magistrate and promi- 
nent citizen of Harlan County, was shot 
and perhaps fatally wounded by ono 
John Scott. The trouble arose over the 
shooting of an ox, which was tbe prop- 
erty of Pope. Leonard Scott, brother to 
John, was also implicated. Both of the 
Scotts made their escape and had not 
been captured up to the 20th. The 
wounded man is a son-in-law of Judge 
Lewis, who has offered a reward for the 
apprehension of the Scotts. The Scotts 
were Howard sympathizers. 

Four more daring robberies, commit- 
ted at Hopkinsville tbo other night, 
leave no doubt of the fact that a gang 
of thoroughly organized burglara have 
been working that city for some time. 
Every night one or more houses have 
been entered and robbed ot money, 
clothing and other valuables.

Sales on our market for the week just 
closed amount to 4,013 hkds. with receipts 
for the same period of 2,897 hhds. Sales 
on our market since January tst, amount 
to lOl.iiK) hhds. Sales of the crop of 1889, 
on our market to this date, 55,629 hhds. 

The past week has been almost a rep- 
etition of the week previous, very heavy 
sales with firm prices for good to fine bur- 
leys and also the common grades with 
color. The Utter part of this week, ow- 
ing to the extremely heavy sales, prices 
were irregularly easier for common leaf 
lugs and trash not colory.

shown that while in the American mills 
the labor employed in making a ton of 
steel rails costs about $1.50 a ton, in the 
four European mills reported on the 
coast was $1.01, $2.51, $2.58 and $4.64. 
More is paid for this labor, according to 
statician Wright, in Europe than here. 
All this was wade clear by Senator Jones 
of Arkansas, though jierliaps not to the 
satisfaction of the Connecticut Senator. 
Mr. Platt had not seen Commissioner 
Wright’s report, while Senator Jones had, 
so that the latter had little difficulty in 
exposing Mr. Platt’s utter ignorance of 
the matter uj>on which be assumed su- 
perior wisdom. Senator Edmunds hat- 
ing come to Mr. Platt’s relief with the 
idea that Mr. Jones had blundered in his 
arithmetic, w as show n by the latter to )*e 
himself the blunderer. The Senator from 
Vermont used his accustomed sneers, 
contrasting “Northern Arithmetic” with 
the Southern arithmetic as understood 
by Messrs. George and Jones. With sun- 
dry and various tlouts ond gil>es he sought 
to disconcert these gentlemen anil drive 
them from the field of discussion with a 
proper sense of their inferiority. It was 
with no little amazement, therefore, that 
he found himself, on a detailed examina- 
tion of Commissioner Wright’s figures, 
altogether in error. The result of his 
futile tilt was only to show that he did 
not liimself understand a matter upon 
which he had undertaken to enlighten 
others. Mr. Jones compelled him, in 
effect, to admit that at the mill in ques- 
tion the cost of the material in a ton of 
rails was $21.11, the cost of fuel $1.10, 
repairs $1, taxes 5 cents, labor $1.54 ; total 
$24.79. As this ton $29 to $41, according to 
the state of the market it is seen that the 
steel rail capitalist gets from $5.75 to 
$17.75, while the laborer, for whom all 
tariffs are alleged to be made, gets but 
$1.54, which is less, as a rule, than the 
foreign w orkman gets for the same work. 



It is interesting to find from the report 
of the Pennsylvania state committee on 
lunacy, just printed, that only fifteen cas- 
es of insanity can be traced, after exten- 
sive com-sj>ondence with managers of 
hospitals and almshouses, which may be 
referred to tl»e effects of the Johnstown 
flood. Ol these seven were men and eight 
were women. Of the fifteen three males 
and four females had been insane prior to 
the flood, but liad lieeu restored and were 
living in Johnstown when the catastrophe 
occurred. One of the females had been 
subject to three previous attacks. Only 
one of the people made insane was in im- 
minent peril, a aged woman who floated 
to a place- erf safety on a ls-dstcarf. Seven 
erf the e-ases have recovered since under 
hospital treatment. Of those- attacke-d, 
acute mania develoj»ed in five males and 
four female's ; acute melancholia in one 
male and one female ; acute melancholia 
suie-idal in one male and one female; suls 
acute melancholia in one female and sen- 
ile deme-ntian in one ie-male. It is con- 
sidered probable that among those who 
perished, frenzy sufficient in intensity to 
have permanently overthrown reason 
may have occurred. But far outnumber- 
ing these were the many instaue-es of true* 
heroism, fortitude and reliance on eliviue

Is it 
one of its moral ideas that to misuse the 
money of other people is |>olitics, and 
politics have nothing to do with individ- 
ual honesty ? The Union is a Massa- 
chusetts i«i]mt, and the greatest Republi- 
can Senator from Massachusetts, Charles 
Sumner, insisted that politics were 
moral principles applied to pul-lic affairs. 

The Union says that Quay’s “truth” 
is too well known to l-e assailed except 
by the most rabid partisanship. But the 
thing l -est known al-out the Chairman 
of the National Republican Committee is

Tlie best 
examples in public life of this illusive 
l>erfeetion are perha|ts the Senators from 
New England, several of whom illustrat- 
ed last week in the steel rails discus- 
sion the misfortunes to which the self- 
sufficient ar. exposed. Senator George, 
of Mississippi, quoting from tlie report 
of the United States commissioner of 
tabor stated tliat the cost of the tabor 
employed in tlie production of a ton of 
steel rail from steel ingots was but $1.54, 
which he thought a small figure in view 
of the fact that the existing tariff on im- 
porU*d steel rail* is $17 jier ton, the 
whole of it imposed, according to protec- 
tionists, to pay for tlie difference be- 
tween the cost of talior here and abroad. 
“Wliat becomes,” Senator George asked, 
“of the difference between $1.54 and 
$17?” It goes into tlie pocket of the 
manufacturing capitalist, who gets it, 
Mr. George alleged, under false preten- 
ses. The Senator from Mississippi liad 
hardly concluded his speech before he 
wa* psatarad uj«>n, so tfi speak, by Sena- 
tors Platt, of C'onneeticutt, and Edmunds, 
Vermont, who in their most superior of 
manner proceeded to pooh-pooh the 
MissisKippiau’s statement, and intimate 
that it was of a piece with tlie customary 
ignorance of Mississippi Statesmen. 
Senator Platt asserted that the cost of tlie 
tabor in a ton of steel rails, from the time 
tlie ore is in the ground till the rail is | 
completed, is fully $21.83.

Mix and give in a pint 
of warm ale turned down from a bottle. 
Another and perhaps more effective is: 
chloroform, 1 oz.; laudanum, I oz.; Sul- 
phuric ether, 1 oz.; linseed oil, 8 oz.—

Dlnta u to Caro and Treatment- Spring 
the Boot Time to Trim. 

We are asked, says Western Bural, by 
a correspondent, when is the best time 
to trim a bodge? It probaply does not 
make much difference when it Is done. 
We have trimmed red cedar at all 
seasons without any ill effect. But 
spring is the best time for trimming, 
before the sap starts. It is the custom, 
however, to propagate the junnipers — 
of which the red cedar is one— from 
green growing wood taken off in the 
early part of the summer, which would 
indicate that .such surgery Is not harm- 
ful at that time; and what trimming 
an ordinary hedge would require would 
not be severe enough to do harm at any 
time. Some hedges, however, are not 
ordinary. They have been so carelessly 
kept that they are “a sight to behold,” 
end need a vast deal of butchering to 
bring them into any sort of shape. 

Now an evergreen hedge is ono of the 
prettiest thin ts that can he used for or- 
namental purposes about the home, if It 
is properly kept. If It Is not so kept it 
Is about the worst looking thing, being 
scarcely exceeded in bad looks by a rag- 
ged looking woodpilo. An evergreen 
tree standing by itself may be neglect- 
od, and still look very well. But not so 
with evergreens in a hedge. They 
must be trained If we would have them 
appear beautiful. It is often a source of 
wonder to us that more farm homes are 
not adorned with such things as ever- 
green hedges. They cost but little, 
either in money or time, and as wo said 
recently in regard to shade trees, they 
increase the value of the property — in- 
crease it pretty nearly as much as good 
buildings da Red cedar makes a very 
pretty hedge. As a tree It is a very 
slow grower; but, as ii well known, pro- 
duces a wood that is very durable. Upon 
poor soils their growth is distressingly 
slow. A red cedar tree fifty years old 
has been known to measure not more 
than three inches in diameter. But on 
rich soil they di better.
